like y ou r Pacific coast streams, and 
the white fish will be at home in the

The officials “bow the head” 
to thank for an au dience or any fav or 
or gift they hav e receiv ed or are to 
receiv e from their majesties. 
The 
kowtow is not only made by people at 
the palace and at Imperial au diences; 
it is sometimes u sed by equ als to 
each other as a proper manner of 
thanking for some great fav or. To 
make the kowtow, the person kneels 
three times, and each time bows his 
head three times, tou ching the grou nd 
with it. 
The kowtow cou ld not be 
made by a foreigner withou t looking 
most awkward and appearing most 
serv ile, bu t the Chinese do it with dig­ 
nity , and it is neither u ngracefu l nor 
degrading. 
It is a time-honored man­ 
ner of giv ing thanks, a Chinese tra­ 
dition su rv iv ing from a time when the 
cou rtiers were perhaps like slav es; 
bu t at present it does not imply any 
slav e-llke Inferiority on the part of 
him who performs it.
